From the above the Department presumes that 
the teacher's husband is residing on the reserve. This 
is the first intimation that we have had of this action 
on his part. It is difficult to understand why the 
teacher's husband should assume that he can come in on 
the reserve with a considerable quantity of livestock 
and in addition try to obtain a acres of land to 
work for his own use. Such action is bound to receive 
unfavourable criticiem from the Indians and as a 
consequence will militate against any work that the 
teacher is doing.

I have received a letter today from Mr. Jones, Indian Agent, 
Carlton Agency, with respect to the water situation on the Little Red River 
Reserve. 


In the first case I might say this is the first time I was 
aware of the fact that the teacher on that reserve was Mrs. Risedorf. As 
usual, in the last two years we have never been informed as to the names 
of the teachers engaged for the various Indien Day Schools in this province. 


Now referring back to the water situation I understand that 
an Indian has been hired to heul water there but the Agent informs me this 
has not proven Satisfactory. Mr. Risedorf, the husband of the teacher, is 
of the opinion that he can get a supply of water at a depth of 24 ft. and he 
is going to put down a test hole. If he finds water then with your recommendation 
we should sanction a well there. The Agent estimates thet it will take about 
500 ft. of lumber and this will cost around $25.00 as well as 15 lbs. of 4" 
spike nails at .09¢ a lb, Also Mr. Risedorf is prepared to dig the well at $1.00 per 
ft. We will require therefore sround $50.00 in total. 
I would request if funds are available this expenditure be 
approved providing that Mr. Risedorf succeeds in finding a location with a good 
supply of water through preliminary tests.

Reference is made to letter 107-4-5 (W.T.1) of 
October 31, 1947, re: a letter forwarded to the Department 
by Mr. H. A. Smith, teacher of the Little Red River Indian 
Day School. Matters pertaining to this school were fully 
discussed with Mr. Smith some time ago. He eventually 
prepared a requisition for supplies which will be in the 
hands of the Department by this time. 


I visited the school on November 5th which was a 
day previous to receiving your letter. Mr. Smith did not 
mention having written the Department. 


Due to having oeen vacant for a year, this school 
is not in particularly good repair. Two small pieces of 
plaster have fallen off the wall and the whole of the 
plaster has loosened sufficiently to require replacement 
next summer, but some other type of finish would be recomm= 
ended, this matter was discussed with Mr. Smith. The windows 
of the classroom open from the bottom, Mr. Smith complained 
that this was not correct and requested immediate steps be 
taken to correct this error in construction. I explained it 
would be impossible to obtain the services of a carpenter 
to go that distance into the country at this time of year 
to make these changes. 


Mr. Smith also requested a ventilator be placed 
in the floor immediately under the heater. I discussed 
the latter with a heating expert in Prince Albert who ruled 
the suggestion was not practical.

in the erection of the building and when the work will be 
comp] eted. You should also report as to what clasarcom supplies 
are required,

made in the work and the attendence of the Indien children,

Mr. Packman informs m that not over 
$85.00 of this $300.00 will be spent on long Lake, therefore if he 
could have permission to proceed with his proposal it would mean an 
expenditure of $27.00 in excess of the Estimates for school repairs. 
If this cannot be approved could Mr. Packman be given authority to 
proceed with the work not to exceed the unused portionof his Estimates 
of $215.00. I would recommend that Mr, Packman be given authority to carry 
out these repairs and on account of shipping difficulties and the supply 
of material it would be more economical if you were given permission to 
make local purchases from approved sources.

I have noted the contents of Bishop Martin's 
letter pf June 17 and feel that Mrs, Van Norman should be appointed 
at the Loon Lake School and Miss Krafft at the Ministikwan School, 


As we can probably anticipate complaints concerning 
the school at Ministikwan, I would like your advice as to what we 
should do to put it in better condition by September first, I note 
our files indicate that a teacherage is the main requirement at 
Ministikwan, Please find attached a self-explanatory letter which 
I have sent to Mr. Davis concerning a teacherage we ordered for the 
Split Lake School, This was a prefabricated building purchased from 
North American Buildings, Limited, at a price of $2,037. I believe 
it should be quite satisfactory for Ministikwan, 


On the other hand you might wish to recommend the 
erection of a school based on plan 888, If so, we could arrange to 
include an amount in our supplementary estimates due in September, 1949.

However, I am definitely in favour of the erection 
of a combined school and teacherage on the Ministikwan Reserve, 
based on Plan #888, as this will eventually have to take place 
and it will be much more advisable than spending the amount 
of money which will probably be necessary to put the present 
building in fair shape. 


If this meets with your approval I would ask that 
you kindly include this amount in the Supplementary Estimates 
due in September, 1949, in the hope that it can be rushed 
through and completed for opening not later than the lst of 
January, 1950.

In the 1949-50 Estimtes the amount of $100.00 was allowed fo 
the repairing af the above school. We now find tmt this amunt will be 
insufficient to complete the necessary work. Would you, through your 
office, request Ottawa for additional monies in this respect, as well as 
authority to expend the estimtedg100.00. This $10.00 will cover the 
minor repairs ami banking but it is also necessary that a pump be in- 
stalled which would amount to $45.00. There are no ceilings in either 
the sehool or the living yuarters. This is necessary in order to mke 
the buildings more comfortable. It would take approximately $60.00 to 
cover it with Kraft mper and a smill amount of lumber. There are also 
locks required and some winiows ani window panes which amounts to approxi- 
mtely $7.00. A hinged flag pole, $6.00, ami other incidentals such as 
paint, varnish, screws for desks, amounting to approxim tely $55.00. 

I mve tried to keep the cost as lowas possiblein this old school 
and teacherage as it is not worth spending much money on, yet it is necessary 
to mke the place habitable until a proper school and teacherage is built. 
I am forwarding to Ottawa school requirements necessary for the operation 
of this school.

with reference to your letter of November 24th, file 
615-5 (Bl) and the attached Vouchers 759 and 760. 


We were trying for some considerable time to get a teacher 
for this school and it looked for a while as if we would be un- 
able to get anyone to téach this school. I did not care to make 
any expenditures on this school until we were sure of procuring 
a teacher. Eventually we were able to get the services of the 
present teacher and it was urgent that we get the school opened 
as quickly as possible before the winter set in. This teacher 
was prepared to mve into the buildings and start school as soon 
as we had the supplies. 


There was also a strong demand from the Indians to get this 
school started. To show you the response to this denen the attend- 
ance is larger than this school can accomodate. While the cost of 
these supplies was higher than I have authority to spend, yet the 
need was urgent, and I took it upon myself to get this school 
going as soon a8 possible. 


When checking Voucher 759 over we find that it should total 
$107.81, instead of 109.97 as we had omitted to take off the 
Education Tax which we do not have to pay. 


Re: the three brooms in paragraph 2 of your letter, This is 
a very old building and the very heavy stable broom is used for 
scrubbing the floor. The push broom, which is quite expensive, 
is used for daily sweeping on the part of the floor which is 
painted, and the third house broom is used for daily sweeping on 
the parts of the floor which are too rough for the hair push 
broom which would soon wear out if used on same. Only by wing 
these three brooms can this building be kept clean. 
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With reference to the third paragraph of your letter, our 
Voucher No.760 in the amount of $7.50 for delivery of supplies 
to the school. 


It is approximtely 35 miles from Pierceland to the school 
over almost impgasible roads; a round trip of 70 miles. Had we 
used a freighting firm to deliver these supplies the cost would 
certainly have been a great deal more. 


By taking the short cut and more or less disregarding the 
rules and regulations we were able to have the school in operation 
by November let, 1949. The prices are on a parity with other 
supplies that we purchased for other schools where we had authority 
to make local purchase. 


Hope this expenditure has been explained satisfactorily 
and would ask your special consideration re: the payment of 


this account.

In a memorandum prepared by me on November 
16, 1907, on the question of Indian education I referred to 
the report of Mr. Inspector Chisholm, who drew attention to 
the school on the Mistawasis reserve in charge of the Rev. 
Mr, Bryden, and to the note of the Commissioner, who said 
that, if we had day schools like this, boarding sohools 
might be dispensed with. 

A subsequent report received from Mr. Chisholm 
shows that Mr. Bryden is still pursuing his successful 
course as teacher and missionary on the reserve, and it 
appears to me that the Department should recognize his 
exceptional ability as shown in the conduct of the day 
sohool under his charge. 

The present salary attached to this school 
is $300, the amount set apart for all the schools in the 
Northwest, and I think it is time that some distinotion 
should be made between the successful and the unsuccessful 
teacher. Mr. Bryden's school is almost the only one that 
has called for special commendation from our Inspeotors, 
and he receives no moremfor his good work than numbers of 
teachers who are admittedly failures and totally unfitted 


for 
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for the work in whioh they are engaged. If an exoeption 
could be made in his favour, it would be the means of 
stimulating the efforts of some of the other day school 
teachers to emulate his good work, 


I would recommend that he be given an inorease 


of $100 from the beginning of the next fiscal year.

the summer months of the year when the children are 
not being boarded from Monday morning to Priday 
evening, the employment of one of the Indians to 
drive the most distant Indian’ to and from seharmk the 
Mistawasis day school would greatly assist in increas- 
wing the average attendance. 

Under such an arrangement x attendance 
should also be made compulsory, as the Indian feels 
little real interest in the education of his children 
,and trails them off to assist in gathering berries 
and digging senega root during the seasons favorable 
to those occupations; these frequent withdrawals 
seriously interfering with the progress of the pupils 

I attach a memo which has been prepared by 
the teacher which shows the distances travelled by 
the children attending the school. If approved by the 
Department I would ask authority to either engage one 
indian.to carry those from the South,and then those 
from the North to and from the school,morning and

No. Refemrring to the transport of school pupils 
to and from the Mistawasis Day school,I have the honor 
to report that I have only been able to secure the 
carrying of the pupils from the North side of the azk 
school,and that only under a temporary arrangement 
with Chief Jacob Johnstone until the Xmas holidays. 

Te Indians considered the allowance too small and 
demanded rations in addition. ‘This I refused as the 
destitutes who are worthy to become @ charge upon the 
Department are becoming more numerous, and our supplies 
are insufficient for the demands upon them. 

The teacher, in obedience to the wishes of 
the Department, abandoned the boarding arrangements, end 
the lack of transport to the South may leave the atten- 
-dance lower than the usual winter number. With 
rats easy to catch and fetching 40¢ apiece in cash our 
Indians will not work for low paye They claim that 
$1.00 per day only pays for the use of the horses,and 
ask $2.00 per day- 

I would ask authority to 4nerease the allow- 
-ance to $1.50 per day; for which I will try to secure 
the required service.

The larger girls are becoming useful to their 
mothers, and when the latter are indisposed or on 
special occasions,these girls are kept from school to 
assist in housekeeping. The larger boys akgo are 
frequently kept from school to assist their fatha's in 
their work; for instance,- Richard Cardinal was de- 
«tained by his father to assist in chores and the 
cutting of wood for 32 school days. Edward @ampbell 


wae detained by his father for 7 weeks, because the 


parent required the boy to do chores, I the latter 


case the teacher sent a note to the father complaining 
of the boy's non-attendance. In reply Jas, Campbell 
enguired whether the boy belonged to the teacher or to 
himself,and asserted that he would keep the boy at home 
when he chose,and only allow him to attend school when 
it suited himself. In such a case there would seem to 


be room for a compulsory attendance law. 


During theee days of severe 
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ree 


During three days of severe cold weather and 
one day through the death of the Chief's wife, only 
George Dreaver's téam conveyed children to the school, 
and the average for th ose 4 days was only 3.75. 

All the above circumstances took place during 
the past quarter ended March 31s+.1912 . In ppevious 
quarters similar reasons prevented fullest attendance, 
and all as shown were beyond the control of the teacher. 
But for these, the attendance during the pepiod of 
transportation would have been much larger, and the 
benefits of that system mery much more apparent. 

‘he results as disclosed by this invest- 
-igetion have convinced myself, and will I trust 
satisfy the Department of the great impyppyement in the 
attendance of the pupils which has followed the in- 
-tpoduction of transport facilities for school chidren 
on the Mistawasis reserve, and which in my judgemant 
will fully justify the extension of the same system to 
the Sturgeon Lake and Sandy Lake reserves. 

Regarding the use of the dormitories, I have 
to state that the teacher and his wife are most willing 
to keep the children of any Indidns who desire to leave 
their homes for hbnting,root-digging or verrying. The 
trouble is that most ofthe Indians who follow those 
persuits desire tithe assistance of their children,sy 
nothing of their intention; but simply move away with 
their families,and the first intimati¢ he tencher 
is the absence of the children from the school, On one 
occasion last summer, the teasher spoke to his wife of 
the great improvem nt which h ticea in Neta Badger 
through an v gually steady attendance, The next day 
the child was taken away by her father Philip Badger, 
and was absent until his ri was over. \9 a natural 
consequente, the chile st ¢ nd through that absence, 
No marked succes. is ] with any chiddren, Indian 


or whitée,whose 
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Indian or white, whose attendance is fitful, and’ 
unless attendance is made compulsory, no teacher 

can rightly be held responsible for poor Besults 

in such cases. 

Should the dormitories be required, sone 
fittings will be found necessary, and I enclose 
herewith a requisition from the matron for artickes 
which will be reqbtred if sleeping accommédation 
and farther meals are to be provided for Indian 
children left by their parents. 

Regarding this list, I would prefer 
single iron bedsteads instead of the folding beds 


asked for. The actual air space of the dormitories 


is only sufficient according to the usual scale for 


about 3 boys and 3 giris; but during the summer when 
the windows may be kept open about five could be 


accomnodated of each sex.

I understand that a petition has been forwarded to 
you from Vistawasis Indian Reserve, asking that Rev. c. WW. 
Bryden be removed and a younger missionary appointed. Now, 
it is true that at Mr. Bryden's age, he should not be exvected 
to do both the work of teacher and missionary, but I believe that 
it would be hard to find a more devoted or conscientious man, 
and that it would be very unwise to remove him from the Reserve. 
I would suggest that a teacher be appointed to relieve him of 
the burden of the school, and that he be set free to devote all 
his time to missionary work among the Indians. I would aleo 
Suggest that his daughter, Miss Marth Bryden, who is a fully 
qualified teacher, holding a Second Class vrofessional certifi- 
cate, be appointed to the school* From what I have heard 
the trouble hae arisen not from the incomnetence of the mimion- 
ary, but from undue interference on the part of the Indian Agent 
at Mistawasis, It might be well for the Government to make some 
investigation in that direction, and to at least satisfy all vart- 
les interested that the rumors regarding the unwholesome moral 
influence of the Agent are unfounded.

I beg to enclose herewith the quarterly 
return for the Mistawasis Day School, 

You will notice I have marked the non-treaty 
Indians that are attending this school,not only are they 
taking up the teachers time,but getting their mid-day meal 
there,and some mornings the transportaters load is composed 
of all non-treaty children, 

I also notice that the transporters are very } 
lax in being there on time in the mornings,and are even 
worse in being there when school is dismissed in the evenings. 

The assistant matron is attending school, and 
lighting fires for which she is getting $ 7.00 per month, It 
is costing the Department far téo mch considering the number 
of Indian children that are attending this school, 

The Field Matron on this reserve could be 


dispensed with as the Dector is a resident here,and attends to 


the dispensing of all medic.ens, visiting the sick,work that 


naturally comes under the duties of the matrons on other 
reserves, 

I would therefore recommend that the school be 
closed and the twelve Indian children now attending school be 
sent to a boatding school ,which the Indians all favour, the 
following are some of the savings that could be effected, 

Teachers salary, $400.00 

Matron 300.00 

Assi stant 50.00 

Lighting fires,ecrubbing etc, 20.00 

Two Transporters (about) 800,00 

Mid-day meal « 300.00

In answer to yours of June 9th '17,which I 
received on my return from Montreal Lake, 
I have the honor to report that owing to no 
children attending school during the month of June,it was 
not kept open, 
Mr Smith is still holding services in the 
Church each Sunday,but I understand that none but outsiders 
attend, The Indians are holding Prayer meetings in their 
private houses,and claim that they will not attend church,

I am directed by the Presbytery of Prince Albert to inform 
you that the following resolution was passed at a meeting of the 
Presbytery held on the 5th instant:- 

"That the resignation of Rey.J. ¥. Smith, missionary of 
Mistawasis Indian Reserve, be accepted and that the Home Mission Board 
be advised that no further appointment be made to this fiela’ 

I may state that several reasons for abandoning the Indian 
work were carefully considered. White the Presbytery regrets the 
termination of this almost hfstoric mission, it is obliged to adopt 
the present step because of: official hamperirig and lack of scope for 
further pfofitable effort. It is a notorious fact that the Indian 
Agent at Mistawasis is'not in sympathy with our work. The Presbytery 
submitted a strong protest against some of his actions to the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs at Ottawa without any encouraging response, 
Purther, there are so few children on the Reserve that we are hardly 
Justified in continuing our mission.

The Rev. Mr, Edmison, secretary of the Board 
of Home Missions of the Presbyterian Church, has forwarded 
a& resolution passed at the meeting of the Presbytery of 
Prince Albert approving of the resignation of the Rev. 

J. E. gmith, missionary on the Mistawasis Indian Reserve, 
and advising the Home Mission Board that no further appoint- 
ment be made to this field, The resolution states that 
several reasons for abandoning the Indian work there were 
carefully considered and that, While regretting the closing 
of the mission, it is obliged to take the present step be- 
cause of official hampering and lack of scope for further 
profitable effort. 

The resolution also states that it ie notorious 
fact that the Indian Agent at Mistawasis is not in sympathy 
with the work and that a strong protest against some of his 
actions had been submittied to the Department Without any 
encouraging response, 

This is rather strong language to use against the 


Agent, as it is unsupported by any evidence of his antagoniam 
to 
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to the Work of the missionary on the reserve, 
The Rev. Mr. smith, the missionary, was also the 


teacher of the day school on the reserve, having been 


appointed to that position on the 21st of september; 1914, 


and it was only in connection with the school work that Mm, 
Agent Milligan came in official contact with him, 

Mr, smith failed to make a success of the school 
and when the attention of the Presbyterian church authorities 
Was called to the falling off in the attendance and the ex-— 
cessive cost of maintenance they came back at the Department 
with a report prepared by the Rev. Colin G, Young, superinten- 
dent of Presbyterian Missions, in Which he states that there 
has grown up a spirit of antagonism between the mission and 
the Agent, due largely to the indifference of the Agent to 
any work done by the church, and also to an over aggressive 
attitude of the missionaries and he blames the Agent for 
threatening to close the school. 

The facts are that the Rev. Mr. smith failed to 
win the confidence of the Indians in his mission work and 
they Were so dissatisfied with him that the Agent wrote the 
Rev, Mr, Young a private letter asking him to visit the 


reserve and try and adjust the difference between the Indians 
and 
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and Mr. gmith, I think this shows conclusively that the Agent 
was doing his best to assist the missionary, As far as the 
school work is concerned, the Agent was acting under the 
inetructions of the Department, Which were that, if better 
results could not be obtained, this school was to be closed, 

Neither the Department nor the Agent are responsible 
for the failure of Mr. smith to secure the confidence and co- 
operation of the Indians in his missionary work on the resprve 
and it is a poor defence of his unfitness: for the dual 


position he occupied on the Mistawasis Reserve to attribute 


his want of success to the Agent.

I recently received a petition from Mre. LeClair 
feacher of the Mistawasie Day School, aeking that the De- 
partment reconsider their decision not to provide a mid- 
day meal for the children at the sohool in question. I 
requested the Agent to inform me whether the preparation 
of a mid-day meal would entail the expense of engaging 
an assistant, and he advises me that Mre.LeClair's sieter 
ie staying with her at present, and that the latter would 
coneent to prepare the necessary meal, and therefore the 
engagement of an assistant would not be necessary. In 
view of the circumstances, I beg to recommend that the 
Department provide for a mid-day meal. This question was 
referred to me by you, under cover of your letter No.117094- 
1 of the 7th January last, to which I replied on the 14th 
idem. In wew however, of Mre. LeClair's request for re-con- 
sideration and the Agent's report, I beg to recommend, as I 
have already etated, that the mid-day meal be allowed.

MEMORANSUM 


@ Superintendent of Indian Education has 


drawn attention to the very satisfactory work which is 
being performed by Mrs. Le Clair, teacher of the 

Mistawasies Indian Day School. This is a large improved 
day school, and midday meals are served to the pupils. 
There are 24 children of school age on the Reserve, 

within 3 miles of the school, 20 of whom are enrolled, with 
an average attendance of ll. 


Mrs. Le Olair is an excellent teacher, and has 
a 2nd class professional permanent certificate for the 
Province of Saskatchewan, and is also an Old Country 
certificated teacher. She is liked by all on the Reserve - 
Indians, children and the agent. Mr. Ferrier states she 
4s devoting her life to Indian work, but finds, if more 
financial assistance is not given, it will be necessary 
for her to tuke up other work. She is at present in 
receipt of a salary at the rate of $600 per annum and 
bonus at rate of $150, which makes a combined salary and 
bonus of $750. I may say that we are paying teachers 
having her Qualifications in the western provinceg 
salaries as high as $900 and also the bonus. I consider 
thet we should endeavour to keep teachemof this class in 
our service, and, no doubt, the salary she receives is 
too low for the work she is performing. I would, therefore, 
beg to recommend that she be given an increase of at least 
$250 per annum, which will allow her a salary of $300, 
and that such increase dates from the first of the present

I visited this school on March 29th, and found only two 
girls present out of an enrolment of 16, ‘the average attendance 
for the quarter was 4.9. he pupils are all in the primary 
grades, With one exception their ages range from five to nine 
years, 


A number of reasons are given for the poor attendance; 
severe weather, sickness and distance from the school being 
the chief reasons given, 


I am of the opinion, however, that the real trouble can 
be attributed to a lack of interest on the part of the parents, 
At least 16 children of school age reside within a radius of 
three miles, ‘he parents do not move about much during the 
winter months and if they were at all interested in obtaining 
an education.for their children they could find a means of 
getting them to school. 


Mre. Kate Le Clair is in charge as teacher; she has a 
second class Saskatchewan certificate, 


To carry on this school under the present attendance 
conditions is a waste of money for no good purpose, iI believe 
that the attendance could be materially increased by engaging 
the services of a driver to bring in the children from the 
north of the agency and by engaging a teacher of more forcible 
character than Mrs. Le Clair, 


The teacher's residence is a large frame building and 


one of the rooms is used as a classroom, It is very comfort- 
able and fairly well equipped with school furniture.

During the last year, there was considerable sick- 
ness on the reserve, which affected the attendance, then 
again the parents do not take the interest they should 
in the education of their chilaren, thinking that if they 
do not send them to the Day school, the department will 
be compelled to send the children to Boarding school, 
and be relieved of the responsibility of caring of their 
children, they should be given to understand that this 
4s not the policy of the department, especially when 
there is a school situated on the reserve. 


From Nester the attendance !as been a little better, 
though quite a number are still away with their parents 
hunting. if you will rurnish me with the forms call- 
ing upon parents to send children to school, and give me 
the necessary authotity to prosecute those who fail to 
carry out my instructions, I will do my part in an 
endeavour to put the school on a better footing, if 
these measures fail, there will be no option left but 
to close the school.

After making 
enquiry on the Reserve I am of the opinion that very little 
difficulty would be met with in getting all the children of school 
age placed in our Boarding Schools, At the present time there 
ave twenty-seven children attending Hoarding Schools, eleven at 
Onion Lake, six at File Hills, one at Elkhorn, eight at Duck Lake 
and one at Qu'Appelie,. 


Commissioner Graham forwsrded the above under cover of 

his letter of February 19, 1926, and states:-

" At the Vistawasis Day School the situation is un- 
satisfactory, and it is questionable whether the expense in 
keeping up this school is justifiable, especially now when 
these children could be sent on to Cnion Lake.

of the Presbyterian Church in Canada respectfully request 
your Department to take into consideration the renewal of 
the grant formerly given by your Department to the school 
formerly carried on, on the Reserve.

The Inspector of Indian Agencies reports that 
the missionary on the Mistawasis Indian Reserve is 
conducting a sehool in the teacher's residence. You will 
remember that permission to use this house as a mission- 
ary'® residence was granted in official letter of July 
SOth, last. It appears that the Reverend Mr. Moors is 
caring for 15 ehildren from Monday to #riday, and our 
officer reports that the dormitories do not previde 
safficient air space for these. It is aloo stated that 
there might be extreme difficulty getting the children 
safely out of the building in the event of fire. 


Our experience with the Mistawasis Indian Day 
Sehool ie such that I eannot epee to allowing a grant 
for the activity at the present time. It is the opinion 
of our officials that the few children of sehool age of 
bo reserve should be recruited for Indian residential 
schools. 


The arrangements made by the Reverend Mr. 
Moore do not appear satisfactory and I should be grateful 
if you would so inform him and draw to his attention the 
fact that no permission for such an undertaking has been 
granted.

I have been absent from Canada for four 
months on a visit to the Mission Fields of the Presby- 
terian Church in the Orient. On my return I found a 
little difficulty has arisen in regard to the Mistawasis 
Reserve, The facts are these: 


This Reserve is in the hands of the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada, and the Mission work is under 
the Church Board, There had formerly been @ day school 
on the Reserve, which had been closed for two years. 
Rev. Mr. Moore and his mother are in charge of the 
Mission, and Mr. Moore being a qualified teacher, thought 
to reopen the day school, but found some of the children 
living too far away from the school and were too young 
to go and come each day. His house was big enough and 
his mother only too willing to have them stay all night. 
Accordingly, he wrote the Women's Missionary Society, 
under whose care all School work is, and they, seeing in 
it only an opportunity for service, agreed to lend the 
scheme their support. They sent in some supplies and 
then wrote the Department asking them to consider renew- 
ing the grant formerly given to the day school, There 
was no thought, I take it, to open @ boarding school in 
the accepted sense, simply as the parents were anxious 
to have their young children go to school, to give them 
a@ day school and in addition care for those too young to 
come and go. I think perhaps our Board went the wrong 
way about this, but if so it was only through lack of 
knowledge of procedure, and quite unintentional. I re=- 
gret if any mistake has occurred, 


I would like to ask if the Department is 
absolutely opposed to reopening @ day school, letting 
those near the Mission come and go each day, and only 
those who are too far away and too young to come and 
go, remain with Mrs. Moore for the nights. Would the 
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em, provided the Indian Agent on the Reserve were 
atisfied that there was no overcrowding, &c.? If so. 
the matter will have to be dropped and I will tell the 
Rev. Mr. Moore so, These children are too young for 
the Indian Residential Schools and it does seem an 
opportunity.

I have your letter of the 25rd instant, with 
reference to the school activity of the Keverend Mr. Moore 
on the Mistawasis Indien Reserve. Our experience with a 
day sehool there is such that I cannot ask Parliament to 
provide a grant. It is the opinion of our local officers 
that the few children of sehool age of the reserve should 
be reeruited for residential schools, 


In view of the recent report of one of our inspest- 
ore, I hesitate to give permission to Mr. Moore for the 
semi-boarding schoo] activity that he is sondueting. It is 
stated that the dormitories do not provide sufficient air 
Space for the children in residence and that there might be 
extreme difficulty getting them safely out of the building 
in the event of fire. If the Reverend Mr. Moore wishes to 
hold a class in tho building which he has been permitted to 
occupy, he may do so; but I have to request that children 
will not live there. ‘The only exception that I ean make 
would be in the ease of a stormy evening, when three or 
four of the youngost pupils whose homes are distant might 
be allowed to remain over night.

You are aware that they are building 
a log house for the purpose of providing additional 
accommodation for the children. Of course, I think 
this is a very bad plan and should not be allowed 
by the Department. They have no control over the 
boys sleeping outside in the log house; there is a 
danger of fire, and it also would not be very hard 


for the pupils to escape from the school as there 
is only one man here and he sleeps in the other 
house, 


I may say that I had a delegation 
from the Presbyterian Indian Mission Board, Mrs. 
MoArea and Mr. Moore,of Saskatoon, and they propose 
making a report on thie matter which will be sent 
to you in due course.

Knowing that you have given much time“and thought 
to the situation on the Mistawasis reserve I beg to submit to 
you the following matters supplementing the matters contained 
in the longer letter that I enclose. ‘he longer letter is 
addressed to the Department of Indian Affairs through you, as 
Indian Commissioner. I trust that this is the proper procedure. 
If the procedure is not correct will you give effect to the 
desire of the proposals made and speed forward the suggestions 
according to the proper method. 
(1) In order to know whether the Indians would endorse the 
proposals re the loan of the trust funds in the care of the 
Government I have submitted the proposal to them. On Sunday, Dec 
16th the Chief and his Council unanimously agreed to the 
proposal that the government through the Indian department be 
authorized to make a loan of the necessary funds from these 
trust funds on the understanding that the government take advantage 
of the sarliest opportunity to provide through the estimates 
for the securing of these funds in order to replace the money 
thus borrowed ‘$e the Indian Trust Fund account. fhis is a method of 
speeding up the work and meeting an urgent situation. 
(2) Chief Drever is willing that his children be replaced in the 
Onion Lake Boarding school of the Church of England till provision 
can be made to take care of them and others like them on the 
Mistawasis reserve along the line suggested in the letter enclosed. 
He makes the request that they be allowed to remain at home till 
after the Christmas holidays. As the holidays are almost here I 
imagine that there will be no difficulty in this connection. 
The chief has shown a good spirit in this matter and is ready 
to co-operate in every way in order to meet the need that he and the 
other Indians feel for the education of their children under the 
care of the Presbyterian Church. 
(3) Mrs J. W. Moore who has been for many years on this reserve as a 
missionary assures me that accommodation for spproximately 12 
children in the readjusted present building will meet the need 
for the present and for many years to come and in her judgment 
is a better solution than the building of a large boarding school 
under present conditions. Arter having visited the school, the 
Indians, and gone carefully into the matter thia is the way it 
appears to me. 
It seems to me that this is all that need be added to the longer 
letter in the way of supplementary information.

Gentlemen: 


A situation has arisen on the Mistawasis resexve in this 
Province about which I would like to write you in some detail. 
My own position is that of minister of St. Andrews Presbyterian 
Church, Saskatoon, and convener of the Committees that has charge 
of all the mission work of the Presbyterian Church within this 
Province. 
Our missionary on the reserve is the Rev. William Moore who is a 
graduate of the University of Saskatchewan and graduate of the 
Provincial Normal school. Associated with him is his mother, Mrs. 
Je We Moore who with her husband, was in charge of the missionary 
work on this reserve for a period of probably twenty-five years. 
At the present time there is a qualified teacher recently sent out 
by the Womens Missionary society of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada whose headquarters are in Toronto, the President of the 
Society being Mrs. H. Me Strachan. 
The Indians on this reserve are very strong in their convictions 
and are most 6arnest in their desire to have their children 
brought up in the Presbyterian Faith. 
On this reserve, as you know, is a large frame building with 
large rooms for bedrooms, a full size basement and appears to be 
in a good state of repair. Last year an inspector of the department 
visited this reserve and made an inspection of this building. 
I ought to have said that the Presbyterian Church made an application 
to your department for a boarding school on this reserve in 1927. 
Our representatives reported that they had been told that this 
was impossible at the present time; but it was agreed that we 
should have an approved day school and certain children were to be 
allowed to be taken in residence in this large frame building. 
Mr. Moore was then the teacher of the school. The inspector found 
that the children were too much crowded in their sleeping rooms, 
that there was not suitable protection in case of fire and 
wertain other defects I understand. 
The zeal of the Indians is now seen in the fact that they have set 
to work and built a log school house with sleeping accommodation 
for the boys upstairs and I understand that Mrs. Moore and the 
new teacher will be allowed to accommodate some of the girls in 
the large frame building in which the Moores and the teacher 
now live. 
The children of the Chief George Drever and of William Drever his 
gon were at the church of England school at Onion Lake last year. 
This year some of these children were sent to the File Hills 
school of the United Church. As 1 have already said this does not 
meet the earnest desire of the Indians who are most anxious to have 
their children brought up in their own faith. Théir building of the 
log school house being an indication of this desire. Outside of the 
reserve we did not know of the building of this log school house. 
It does not seem to me to meet 6he situation. 
May I just make this general observation. In the distribution of 
general property between the United Church of Canada and the 
Presbyterian Churéh in Canada the Presbyterian Church received, 
what I can only describe as a very raw deal. 1 will not enlarge on 
this nor are we going to sit down and whine about it. The condition 
of the Birtle school and the stripped condition of the Mistawasis 
reserve are sufficient evidence of the above. If we may have, as 
we have every reason to believe that we have, the sympathetic 
help of the department we intend to do some real work for our 
Indian fellow citizens. 
Now for some suggestions. 
(1) The large frame building lends itself I feel certain, as I have 
carefully examined it, to certain easily carried out repairs 
that will make it adequate to meet the needs of an approved 


day school with residence and adequate protection from fire for 
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a limited number of children and for all that this reserve is 
likely to need for a good many years. The number in residence 
ned rot be more than 10 or 12 so that it would not require more 
than the present staff to handle the work. 

(2) Provision could be made to give all the children who cone to 
the school their mid day meal. 

(3) A suitable well ought to be provided without any further 
delay as it is now necessary for the people at the mission to 
bring all their drinking water from the agency which is about 

one mile distant. A good many years ago lirs. Moore says that there 
was a suitable well with abundance of good water near the present 
mission buildings but for some reason it has been filled up and 
4s of no use. This however {indicates that water is probably available 
without great difficulty. 

(4) The Indians feel that even if no provision has been made 

in the estimates for such repairs as above suggested that there is 
a large fund at the command of the department for the service of 
this band made available through the sale of lands. They are 
willing if no funds are available through the regular estimates 
to authorize your department to borrow the necessary funds from 
this reserve fund to carry out these repairs in an adequate 

way and at the first opportunity you could secure the funds from 
the approved estimates and repay the loan to this reserve fund 
for the special benefit of the Indians 

(5) In the case of the Drever children I understand that it is 
part of the procedure of the department that Indian children 
must be properly discharged from a school where they have been 
registered. In this case the Drever children should be properly 
discharged from the Onion Lake School. If you could undertake 
the above pregram after it was fully examined by some of your 
representatives, I believe that the Indians might agree to leave 
their children at Onion Lake till these repairs could be 

carried out if they were sure it would be done at the earliest 
date that would be reasonable, and when the accommodation was 
ready on their own reserve all their children could be handled 

on their own reserve. 

If you could see your way to mest a situation that has cansed 

the Indians a good deal of distress in such a way as has been 
suggested I believe that you will meet a real need and do a real 
service and in the work you will have the heartiest co-operation 
of the Presbyterian Church in Canada.

During 
the last few weeks the cribbing started to cave in, 
making it difficult to draw water, and very un-sanitary 
on account of mice etc. getting into the water through 
the wood spreading. 


The cribbing is made up of inch lumber, and as 
the well appears to be old, I do not feel like taking 
the responsibility of sending a man down to make 
temporary repairs, as the slightest pressure may cause 
the whole well to cave in. 


Under the circumstances [I woulc recommend that

Dear Mr. Graham:- 

I have the honour to submit the 
following report on the schools in the Carlton Agency, 
whieh I inspected during the month of September, 1930. 
MISTAWASIS INDLAN DAY SCHOOL. 

On the day I visited this school, I found 
the Rev. Mr. Moore, the Presbyterian Minister, in charge, 
and was informed by him that the church authorities had 
recommended his appointment in place of Miss McQueen, 
who, I understand, taught last year and rendered 
excellent service. 

This school was closed for a number of 
years, and when opened again, it was necessary to fix 
up the children's dining room, which is in the teacher's 
residence, for a classroom. The old log school was 
beyond repair. Mr. Moore and his mother have resided 
in the teacher's residence since his appointment four 
years ago as Missionary. Mrs. Moore provides the noon- 
day meal for the children, the requirements for which, I 
understand, are supplied by the church. 

The present classroom is too small and 
has practically no available room for blackboard. The 
room is also insufficiently lighted and poorly 


ventilated. A new classroom is required, but I doubt

if the cause, at the present time, justifies the expense 
of a new building. Above the present classroom are 
dormitories, originally built to accommodate the children 
at night during the week. At small cost, the partitions 
might be removed, giving a room 18x30, which room can be 
heated along with the residence, of which it forms 4 
part. 

The roll calls for 13 pupils, and all 
were present. The grades are as follows:-

The children appeared somewhat shy, and I was not greatly 
impressed with the work as presented by Mr. Moore. The 
children were clean and tidy in appearance, and in most 
cases, fairly well clothed. 

One of the toilets is in need of repair, 
the the board fence separating the two should be re-built. 
Mr. Moore could not even inform me which was the boys 
toilet, so I judged he took little interest in the affairs 


of the school.

I beg to advise you that I am familiar with 
the condition of this furnace and I am satisfied that it is 
burned out am should be replaced. It was instelled twenty- 
four years ago and has already served for some years beyond 
the natural life of a furnace. ‘fhe Mistawasis, Sandy Lake, 
and Sturgeon Lake School residenceewere all built the same 
year and had the same type of furnace installed. ‘fhe Sandy 
Lake furnace was replaced in 1926 and the Sturgeon Lake in 
1927, both being burned out. The Mistawasis furnace I 
consider no longer safe. 


fhe type of furnace I would recommend is a 
wood furnace of 40,000 cubic feet capacity. this is 
similar to the furmaces installed at Sturgeon Lake and 
Sandy Lake and they have proved quite satisfactory. ‘the 
cost, installed, is about $280.00. ‘the M. and P. Plumbing 
Company of Prince Albert are on the approved list, and they 
were the firm who installed the furnaces at Sandy Lake and 
Sturgeon Lake.

fhe school residence on this Reserve wes built along 
the lines of the residence at Sturgeon Lake and Sandy Lake Reserves. 
It is provided with a wing with dormitories upstairs and a kitehen 
with the intention of using it as a semi-residential school. With 
a few alterations, I think the classroom could be mde to serve the 
purpose very weal and it would be unnecessary te gut/ae new building 
for classroom purposes.

She sugvested that 
this woman prepare and serve the mid day meal to the 
children, which would take up about half of her time, 
and the department pay half of her salary, namely 
$10.00 per month for the ten teaching months, for this 
service.

Your letter of August 31 addressed to 
Dr. Robertson, Inspector of Indian Agencies, has 
reached the Department. In replying to Dr. Robertson 
we are pointing out that it was never the intention to 
serve what might be considered a full meal at any day 
school. It is our desire that only a nourishing light 
lunch be provided, Any other procedure would involve 
extra work for which present regulations do not 
permit us to pay and special equipment which is not 
available in day schools. 


With this in mind it is felt that the 
amounts authorized for midday lunches at the schools 
in your Agency in official letter of September 16, 1938 
are adequate with the possible exception of the Montreal 
Lake School where, I understand, the attendance at the 
present time is somewhat larger than it was in past 
years. If you consider it necessary you may increase 
the amount at Montreal Lake from $60.00 to $90.00. 


In forwarding accounts you should send a 
separate account for each sohool and I am, therefore, 
returning your voucher No. 482 in order that you may 
comply with these instructions.

With reference to ‘bie mew school for the Mistawasis 
Reserve as outlined in your*iétter of January 10th, file 
107-5-5; this school is very badly needed. The residence 
that is now used for the teacher is a very poor building 
and one that I would not consider worth spending much money 
on for repairs. 


A single class roon, ub 26 x 30, would be about the 
right size, having a full emer that should be used for 
vocational I a r @ the form which was enclosed 

ormation desired. You will 
note that I have recommended that the school be built by contract, 
he reason being that it would be impossible for me to supervise 
the work if done by day labour owing to possible interference 
from Rev. Moore, the teacher, and his relatives. 


However, I would like to suggest that the present office 
of this Agency be utilized for this school, the cost of altering 
Same would be about $300.00, and that the present residence of 
the Agent be used as a residence for the teacher. At the present 
time this Agency office is located in 4 very poor place from an 
administration and economical viewpoint having been Placed here 
years ago when the neasest railway was Duck Lake or Prince Albert. 
The office and staff could b oved to frince Albert and occupy 
offices in the Federal Buildi » Which point the most logical 
and offers better train service and would save miles of unneces 
driving in order to meet trains and make connections. Further any 
supplies that have to be reshipped could be distributed more 
economically and easier from Prince Albert, instead of paying 
freight to Leask and then back over the same lines. 


If the above suggestion does not meet 
would the Department consider teking down the 
residence and building a smaller cottage. Some 
could be used on the new building. fhe pr 
a big barn like structure containing 14 rooms.

When 
you last visited Ottawa I believe that you stated 
that there was at least one Indian on the Mistawasis 
Reserve who was fully capable of supervising the 
erection of a achool. With this in mind I am writing 
to you for your comments as you will note the reason 
that Mr. Davis gives for recommending the erection 
of the school by contract.

I have esgain discussed this matter with Mr. Davis. 


When in Ottawa, I recommended thet the old building be dis- 
mantled and e school and teacherage built, using the material con- 
tained in the old school. Mr. Davis informs me thet the old building, 
which is avery lerge one, was constructed to a large extent of short 
ends of lumber, e surplus fromthe other buildings; thet while quite 
a large amount of this lumber could be salvaged and used in a new 


building, the amount is problematic. 


It is now my opinion that we should build a new school;, 
allowing the old building to stand for the present and using it for 
a teacher's residence until such time as money is available to build 


a teacherage. 


As I stated when in Ottawa, the Chief of the Mistawasis 
Band is a first-class carpenter, and there sre other fattly good 
workmen on the Reserve. In discussing this with Mr. Davis, I pointed 
this out to him and he did not hesitate to admit that the sehool 
could be built by the Indians. He, however, feared interference on 
the part of the teacher. I informed him that he was the Agent and 
would be held responsible for building, consequently I could not see 
why he could not carry this work on, and I instructed him to prepare 
a sketch of the proposed school, together with an estimate of the cost, 


and submit same.

I desire to acknowledge receint of your 
letter of the Sth instant, with reference to the new 
day school that the Department intends to erect this 
summer on the “istawasis reserve. 


I have showed the plans which you for- 
warded, to our Engineering Branch and it is considered 
that from a plan prepared by us a building could be 
erected at as reasonable a cost as from the plan you 
submitted. The plans of the building that we would 
forward to you vould provide for two doors, one into 
each cloakroom. It appears from the plan which you 
forwarded that all persons going into the school 
would have to enter thr ugh the boyst cloakroom. 

This is a minor matter, but I am inclined to feel 
that two entrances are preferable. Possibly a slight 
alteration could be made in the plan which you for- 
warded in order to provide for two doors. 


I note that your plan provides seating 
accommodation for only 30 children. If the figures 
appearing in the last census return are correct, it 
would appear that when building the school we should 
provide accommodation for 35 children, as the census 
figures indicate that the school population should 
increase. You might discuss this matter with Indian 
Agent Davis and let me know whether he agrees.

A recommendation is being forwarded to the 
Honourable the Minister that this school be built 
by day labour under the general supervision of the 
Indian Agent.

Mr. Davis estimated the cost of Indian labour 
at $600.00 and white labour at $400.00.

Mr. settee is a half~breed, 39 years of age, and 
is married, At the time of his appointment he received a 
salary of $300.00 per year, which was increased to $400.00, 
his present salary, on July lst, 1913. Besides the salary 
he has also received the bonus at the rate of $150.00 per 
annum and is allowed $60.00 a year as dispenser of medicines 
and rations. He states that he is alao in receipt of $75.00 
per annum from the Anglican Church for Missionary work, He 
has no professional qualifications. 


It was the intention to close this school in 1918, 
but, at the request of the Bishop of Saskatchewan and also 
on receipt of a petition from the Indians, the school was 
kept open and the services of Mr. Semttee retained, There 
+3 an errolment of 25 pupils, with an average attendance of

The Bishop states that, while he is not very 


successful as a teacher, still he is faithful and satis- 


factory to the Indians, 


, There is no doubt that a salary of $400.00 is 
very small, and, as the Department has retained him so 
long in the service, I consider that he should be granted 
an increase, in view of the fact that he has only received 
one increase in twenty years’ service and is a married man 
with a family. 1 would recommend that he be allowed $100.00, 
if he is continued on as teacher. The Bishop states bhat it 
would be difficult to obtain the services of another man for 
this school who would be as satisfactory to the Indians.

This is a difficult school to handle, on account 
of none of the Indians farming, all depending u.on 
witing and tr ding for their livelihood, which means 
than when the parents leave in the Spring and Pall they 
take all the children with them, as they have not the 
means to leave tiem behind, When paying treaty this 
year, the Sand took up the question of having the school 
close April and Qctober of each year, instead of July 
and August, if the Department approves of this step, I 
think it will help the attendance, 


If it is possible to get «nother teacher, I would 
recomnend sane, Yr, Settee has been at ontreal Lake for 
about 20 years, he has done good work in the past, and 
10 doubt if he »ere »oved to a new field, he would 
continue to do so, though I consider a change would be 
betier for all coneBrned if at all possible, eing 
practically an Indian him » He cannot now coumend the 


respect tiet he should yr ta osition he is holding, 


If the Department consider putting in new wan, 
I would sugg2st that a man be at Yontreal Lake before

Reporte which have been received from the Indian 
Day School at Montreal Lake show that during the past echool 
year thie school was in operation only 145 days out of a total 
number of 200 teeching daye required in the year. The reacon 
appears to have been that the Indiane and their families were 
absent from the reserve. 


Mr. Settee, the Teacher, hae been at Montreal Lake 
for about 20 years. He has, no doubt, done good work in the 
past; but it ie now considered that a change of teachere at 
thie echool would be better for all concerned as, from reporte 
received, he ie not now commanding the reepect from the 
Indians that he should, for the position he ie holding. Our 
agent suggeste that, if the Department coneidere putting in 
& new man to take charge, the person appointed ehould be at 
Montreal Lake before any change ie made, ae it ie eeeential 
that someone be at that point to look after the ratione, etc. 


In view of Mr. settee's long and faithful eervices, 
the Department does not desire to deal hastily in dispensing 
with hie services, and I shall be pleased to have your viewe 
as to whether it would not be advisable to make a change in 
the teacher at thie point. It may be that Mr. Settee'e eer- 
vices could be ueed eleewhere and that the change would be 
beneficial, both in the intereets of the echool work at 
Montreal Lake and to Mr. Settee himself. 


The agent coneidere that there would be a more 
regular attendance if thie echool wae cloeed during April and 
October of each year, inetead of July and Auguet, ae at present, 
as the Indiane would not then be abeent for their epring and 
fall hunte.

M. Pereira, the Assistant Field Matron at 
Montreal Lake, began duties September 1, 1924. Her duties 
have been classified by the Civil Service Commission as that 
of Assistant Field Matron, part time. The salary allowed 
her is at the rate of $120 per annum, without bonus, Her 
husband was appointed teacher, and he is allowed salary at 
the rate of $800 per annum and bonus. Besides he is allowed 
$60 per annum for his services as overseer. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Pereira are paid from the appropriation for Indian 
Education. It might be advisable, in view of the services 
which Mrs, Pereira is performing, to gfant her an increase 
of $80 in her salary from the first of the new year. This 
will allow her $200 per annum,

The statement Mrs. lereira makes as to 
the backward condition of the children and their affliction 
with sores is considered of a very serious nature, and I 
would like to have a fuller report regarding this, as, if 
necessary, we would have a thorough investigation and re- 
port from the physician for these Indians.

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter No. 107-6-1 of the 7th. inst. wherein you ask 
for a report on Mrs. Pereira, Assistant Field Matron 
at the Montreal Lake Reserve, who recently made 
application for an increase in salary. 


When I visited Montreal Lake reserve early during 
the month of December, there were thirty-five children 
attending the day school. The meals which are pre- 
pared by Mrs. Pereira are made up of supplies as 
furnished by the department, such as flour, biscuits, 
bacon, tea and rice, no vegetables are on hand on 
account or the late teacher Mr. Settee not growing any, 
and which cannot be procured in the district. 


Int addition to Mrs. Pereira preparing meals, she 
also looks after the sick on the reserve, and gives 
particular attention to the welfsre of the school 
children. There is no comparison between the work 
she is doing and that of which Mrs. Settee did, all 
that Mrs. Settee did was to prepare the noon day meal 
when the school was open, and as far as I know she 
never attended to the ailing. 


Regarding Mrs. Pereira's statement that the child- 
‘en are backward and afflicted with sores, 4 would 
mention that this is her first experience in 4ndian 
work, and no doubt she finds conditions very different 
from what she has been used to in the white settlements. 
Every year I heve had Dr. J.D.Duncan, of Leask. visit 
this reserve, and he has always found conditions very 
satisfactory, that is with the exception of minor 
ailments which all are subject to, conditions as i find 
them on Montreal Lake reserve compare very favourably 
with other reserves of this Agency. 


I have to visit Montreal Lake reserve during the 
early part of February, when I will take particular 
note of the condition of the children and again write 
you on my return, as I am fully convinced that cone 
ditions are not as serious as Mrs. Pereira would give 
the impression.

Inspector Murison's Report on Carlton Day Schools. 


Dear Mr. Graham:-— 

I beg to submit the following 
report in connection with the Day Schools included 
in the Carlton Agency. There are seven Day Schools 
altogether, namely, Montreal Lake, Little Red River, 
Sturgeon Lake, Wahpaton Sioux, Big River, Sandy Lake, 
and Mistawasis, I visited all these schools, but 
with the exception of the Montreal Lake School they 
were not in operation, I accompanied the Agent 
when he was making his annuity payments, and the 
children had been given a holiday for the Occasion, 
I, however, made inquiry into the conditions pertaining 
to each school, when on the different reserves, 
MONTREAL LAKE DAY SCHOOL. 

I visited this school on June 
24th., and found 14 boys and 7 girls present, out of 
an enrolment of 27, The average attendance for the 
quarter was about 58% of the enrolment. The teacher 
complains that the parents take away their children 
when they go off hunting and trapping. It will be 
hard to prevent this condition, owing to the fact 
that the Indians depend upon hunting, trapping and 
fishing Solely, as a means of livelihood, and this

occupation necessarily takes them away from their 
reserve a great deal of their time. Mr. John L. 

Lowe has been in charge as teacher for two years. 
Previous to his taking charge, a Mr. Pereira taught 

for three years, but for twenty years previous to the 
latter teacher taking over,the school was taught by 

Mr. Robt. J. Settee, at least it was kept open by him, 
I can find very little evidence of his having taught 
the people anything, inasmuch as none of the younger men 
and women who attended his school can speak English. 
Conditions have been better during the last five years, 
but really satisfactory results cannot be expected with 
such an intermittent attendance. 

The school is built of logs, and is 21 x 32, 
with a 13 ft. ceiling. The walls and wainscoting inside 
are whitewashed, and are fairly clean, The shingles on 
the roof are tin and are leaking badly and should be 
replaced. 

The children looked fairly healthy, and 
their faces were clean, but I noted that they were 
poorly clothed, They are given a midday lunch of oatmeal, 
rice, biscuits and téa. When the teacher, who has @ 
good garden, can spare the vegetables they are given 
potatoes. They have no milk and no soup. I would 
suggest that if they could be supplied with Dri-Milk 
4t would form a beneficial addition to their midday 
meal, Moose meat can be obtained very cheaply at this 
point to make soup, and the Indians have permission to

Unfortunately the schools were closed for summer 
vacation at the time of the Inspector's visit, with the ex- 
ception of Montreal Lake School. At this point out of an 
enrolment of 27 children he found an attendance of 21. ‘The 
average attendance for the quarter was poor, being only 58%. 
You will note that the teacher complains the parents take the 
children away during hunting. It would he impossible for them 
to do otherwise. ‘hese Indians depend entirely on hunting as 
a means of earning @ livelihood and they could not leave the 
children at home when they go off on hunting trips. It would 
appear that there is a good recruiting field here for a 
hoarding school. This school has not been very outstanding, 
and how could it he otherwise, having a man of the type and 
ability of Robert Settee as teacher for such a long period. 
You will note that the young men and women who were at school 
during hig regime cannot speak English, so that this type of 
school an* teacher does not bring results to the Department. 
The mid-day meal at this school is not a very substantial one. 


At the Little Red River Day School the average 
attendance is 12.35, which is poor. 


At the Sturgeon Lake Day school the average 
attendance is poor, being only 10M. Here also is a point 
where we might recruit for a boarding school. 


The Round Plain Day School is a very small 
" institution, the average attendance being 3.7.

6 here. You will note that Mr. R- J. Settee has 
heen inAharge of this school. This is the same man who was 
in chg#ge of the Montreal Lake school above referred to. 


The Ahtahtakoops Day School is taught by Mr. 
B. Goodman and improvement is noted. The average attendance 
ere for 22 children enrolled is 14.77%, which is not good. 
{The Inspector states that there are 42 children of school age 
on the reserve, but a large number reside too great a distance 
from the school to attend. I question very much whether the 
Department should employ 4 man to drive the children to this 
school. However, if the school is to be kept open, something 
will have to be done. We pay $8.25 a day for doing like work 
at the Assiniboine Agency. I would hesitate to ask the 
Department to build a new school at this point. The time will 
come when @ residential school will be built in the northern 
part of the Province. 


At the Mistawasis Day School you will note Miss 
|MoQueen, the teacher, is leaving owing to lack of harmony 
between herself and Mrs. Moore. Miss McQueen is a good teachg# 
and interested in her work.

I am in receipt of a letter from his Lordship 
stating that he agrees with me that a change is desirable, but 
before taking any action he would like to be quite clear on the 
following points;- 


le. If a certificated teacher is appointed to Montreal Lake school 
will he receive the proper stipend for his qualifications? 


2. Will the Department be willing to grant sufficient money to 
put the school into good shape or, perferably, to build a new 
school. 


3. Will the Department be willing to appoint Mr. Lowe to another 
school in this Diocese? 


The Bishop has in mind wheat he describes as a 
splendid young couple just married, who are at present at the 
school at Red Karth, Mr. and Mrs. Plunkett. They are willing to 
go to Montreal Lake, provided the Department is willing to act on 
points 1 and 2 as noted above. I have known Yrs. Plunkett for 
some y@ars and agree that she is 4 fin@ woman and would set an 
example in housekeeping to the Indians. I have reports regarding 
Wr. Plunkett which are very good. I have met him, but am not well 
acquainted with him. I note that the present encumbent at Montreal 


- Lake is receiving -

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M® is receiving $765.00 per annum. I would suggest that, if the 
Department gives favorable consideration to the appointment of Mr. 
Plunkett, he be started at $810.00 per annum, which is in line 
with the salaries paid at several of our day schools in the 
Province which I consider of no more importance than Montreal Lake. 


Yr. Plunkett is at present teaching at Ped Harth. I 
might respectfully suggest that Mr. Lowe be transferred to that 
point in the meantime. 


With regard to the condition of the school, I would 
suggest that this matter be held in abeyance until I can get a report 
on the cost which would be entailed in putting this school in good 
condition. It is over four years since I heve visited the Montreal 
Lake School. I note in my report dated August 2nd, 1950, 1 made the 
following remarks,- "the school is built of logs and is 21' x 32' 

"with a 13' ceiling. The walls and wainscotting inside are white= 
"washed inside and fairly clean. The shingles on the roof are tin 
"and are leaking badly and should be replaced". Speaking from memory 
I am of the opinion that the walls are spruce logs and should be 

in fair condition. It may not be necessary to incur a great deal 
of expense other than that of placing a new roof on the building 
and some minor repairs. However this might be held in abeyance 
until I can get a further report on the condition of the school at 
the present time. I have in mind visiting the Carlton Agency at an 
early date and will go into this matter then. 1 will call on the 
Bishop personally on my way through Prince Albert, if I find him at 
home, as I would like to have a personal interview with him regard- 
ing the whole situation in connection with our schools in the 
Worth.

Referring to your letter No. 107-6-1, dated 
the 14th instant] with reference to the Montreal Lake Indian 
Day “School, 1 be@ to report that I had a conversation with his 
Lordship the Bishop of Saskatchewan and Archdeacon Paul at 
Prince Albert on the loth instant in this connection and other 
matters in the Diocese of Saskatchewan. 


We discussed the situation at Montreal Lake very 
fully and I will endeavor to place each problem hefore you 
separately. 


le With regard to replacing Mr. Lowe, his Lordship is in 
accord with me as to the advisability of doing so and it is his 
desire that Mr. Plunkett be transferred from Red Earth to 
Montreal Lake at the end of the academic year. From reports I 
have regarding Mr. Plumkett, I believe he is well fitted to take 
up the work there. His Lordship informs me that he has had a 
serious talk with Mr. Lowe and has pointed out to him where he 
has been remisé in carrying out his duties; and he feels that, if 
Mr. Lowe is given a chance to make good at Red Barth, he will 
profit by his past mistakes. Mr. Lowe’ has taught in Indian Day 
schools for about twenty years and there has been very little, if 
any, complaint regarding his ability as a teacher. Where he has 
fatten down is in carelessness in connection with his personal 
appearance and untidiness in his home and school premises. His 
Lordship appears quite anxious that the Department will consent 
to the transfer of Mr. Lowe to Ked Karth to replace Mr. Plunkett. 
If the Department decide to consider his Lordship's request, I 
am of the opinion that unless Mr. Lowe is under regular super- 
vision, there will be a recurrence of conditions such as we have 
at Montreal Lake. Another complaint I have had regarding Mr. 
Lowe is that he meddles in business which does not concern him. 
In the event of his beine given another chance, he should be 
warmed to confine his efforts to the proper discharge of his own 
particular du ties. 
a Regarding the building accommodation, there is no 
question but that something should be done as soon as funds are 
available. After giving the mtter due consideration, I am of 
the opinion that it would be advisable to erect new buildings 
lrather than to spend money in attempting to repair present 
fhe school building, as 1 have already reported, has 
been up for a number of years.

I am enclosing a shap shot 
of the school building, which shows the condition of the founda- 
tion tut not the roof, although you will see by the snap shot that 
the roof is tin. fhe snap shot really flatters the building. the 
old teacherage belonging to the Department has been torn down and 
the teacher is residing in a small shack which is tue property of 
the Church. His Lordship says he will gladly hand this building 
over to the Department. MThis building also is in a poor state of 
repair. I am enclosing a snap shot of it and you will readily see 
that it is not én attractive residence and has very limited accom- 
modation. It is not a building that a teacher would take any 
pride in or would feel like taking up as a permanent residence. 

At an isolatedpoint such as Montreal Lake, it is very desirable 
thet there should be at least one spare bed-room provided to 
accommodate visiting officials. 


The drinking water is at present obtained from the 
lake and has to be hauled to the buildings. If the question of 
erecting new buildings at this point is given favorable consider- 
ation, I would suggest that before doing so a new location should 
be selected where a water supply can be secured by digging a well. 
I am of the opinion that water can be obtained very easily at no 
great depth in the vicinity of this lake. His Lordship concurs 
with this suggestion. The cement, finishing lumber, shingles 
ete. would have to be taken in from outside, mt good spruce 
logs can be obtained very cheaply locally as well as the rough 
lumber required. I am of the opinion that new buildings are 
badly needed at this point.

Sir: 


I have your 303-11 of the 27th ultimo, with 
reference to a change in teaching services at the 
Montreal Lake Day School. It is noted the Bishop of 
Saskatchewan desires that Mr. Plunkett be transferred 
from the Red Harth Indian Day School to the Montreal 
Lake School, after the end of the present academic 
year, and that Mr. Lowe, the present teacher at 
Montreal Lake, replace Mr. Plunkett at Red Earth. 


In this connection I would say the Depart- 
ment considers that, as Mr. Lowe's services are not 
satisfactory at Montreal Lake, there would be recurrence 
of similar conditions if he were transferred to Red 
Earth. However, we are placing the matter before the 
Superintendent General, for his direction, and, when 
same is received, you will be advised. 


Regarding the condition of the present school 
buildings and teacher's living quarters at Montreal Lake, 
and your reconmendation that a new building be erected 
on a site where a water supply can be secured, I have to 
say, for your private information, that it is understood 
there will be further funds provided under the Public 
Works Construction Act, and a request has been made to 
include the amount required to erect a new school and 
teacher's residence at this point. If so, the work of 
erecting the building would be carried out during the 
coming sumer. However, at present I am not ina 
position to state whether a further appropriation under 
the above Act will be made by Parliament at this session. 
I may add thet the Department will not lose sight of the 
need for a new school building and teacher's living 
quarters at Montreal Lake. From the enapshot forwarded 
by you, it would appear that the present buildings are 
not worth any expense for repairs.

Referring to Departmental letter No. 107-6-1, 

dated March llth, last, in regard to the change in teaching services 
at the Montreal Lake Day School, and with particular reference to 
the last paragraph commenting on the condition of the present school 
building and teacher's living quarters in which it was stated that 
the Department would not lose sight of the need for a new school 
building an teacher's living quarters and that an effort would be 
made if funds could be secured to have the work carried out during 
the coming summer, I may edvise you that I am today in receipt of 4 
letter from his Lordship the Bishop of Saskatchewan on the subject. 


The Rishop points out that he mde the nomination of 
Yr. Plunkett, the present teacher, on condition that provision was 
made for a suitable residence and school so thet the place would be 
a credit to both the Church end the Department. He states that he 
has just received a letter from Mr. Plunkett informing him that the 
residence in its present state is not fit to live in for the winter 
and that he cannot stay unless something is done. The Bishop asks 
if I will kindly advise him what the Department's intention is in 
providing a suitable residence, so that he will be in a position to 
advise Mre Plunkett as to his future action. 


I fully endorse 411 that is said about the residence 
at Montresl Lake. In my opinion it is beyond repair and unfit for 
habitation and it should be replaced if at all possible at once. 
Provision has been made in the Estimates for 1930-37 for this work, 
but it should not be left until mext year. The school building 
might be allowed to stand over. I would be glad to know if any- 
thing can be done, so thet I my advise his Lordship.

Say that the Department has no funds available at the present 
time to provide a new school and teacher's residence. 


it is noted that you are requesting that provision 
be made for this in our estimates for the next fiscal year and, 
when preparing our estimates, your request will be further 
considered. 


It should be kept in mind that Mr. Plunkett was 
transferred to the Montreal Lake School at the special request 
of the Bishop of Saskatchewan. It was our desire to dispense 
with the services of Mr. Lowe but, in order to meet the Bishop's 
wishes, we consented to Mr. Lowe and Mr. Plunkett interchanging 
schools. 


it should, also, be noted that, in reporting on the 
Montreal Lake School last July, Mr. R. 5S. Davis, Indian Agent, 
wrote as follows:- 


"The teacher's residence, which belongs to the 
church, is a low building in very poor condition and 
not fit for habitation unless the church spends some 
on it for repairs.”

I would suggest that the above mentioned schools 
be operated as follows in future. Indians of these reserves 
are very backward and we are not getting results se should 
for money we are expending on education. 


That male teadhers be appointed to these schools 
having a knowledge of manual training and other qualifications. 
Schools could be operated for half days during summer months 
teaching reading, writing and arithmetic and not bothering 
with other subjects. Balance of time could be spent 
instructing old and young gardening, home and furniture 
building. During winter months Indian craftmanship could be 
taught with the assistence of practical workers. Practical 
training along these lines will accomplish far more than is 
being done at present, and in years to come as they advance 
more attention can be given to class room worke

On my recent visit to Montreal Lake Reserve No. 106 on 
the 23rd. instant, I arrived via plance at 9.50 a.m. and 
went direct to Day School which I found in a dirty and hope- 
less condition. 


Door of school was unlocked and no school was being 
held. tater I met Mr. Plunkett on the road dressed in over« 
alls and he looked more like a labourerfhan a school teacher. 
He informed me tat he had loaned the school for a dance the 
previous night and it was not his intention to hold sbhool 
onthe 23rd. A number of the seats were broken when I 
inspected the toilets I found them full of snow in a very dirty 
condition and children had been using play ground as a lavatory. 
Gates were down and thmings were just being let to go to pieces. 


On inspecting house he vacated a few months ago I found 
in one of the rooms a qeeatsee of department drugs and supplies 
ft 


thrown all over the oor amongst rubbish. Some of the drugs 
were frozen and bottles broken, 


On my last visit in January I had supplies eant in for a 
mid-day meal, but Mr. Plunkett did not bother to see that 
children got the meal. On my previous visits I could see that 
this man was slipping and asked him to fix up different things 
but nothing has been done. 


I would recommend that the department dispense with his 
services as from June 30th. 1937 as he is of no use to the 
department and is a very poor example to these Indians. 


We should have a first class man at this point as it is 
near the Prince Albert National Park and will be on the main 
highway which is being completed this year. Beside teaching 


we should have a man who will see that homes are cleane

The Department is in receipt of a report 
indicating that the work of Mr. B. T. Plunkett as teacher 
of the Montreal Lake Indian Day School is very unsatisfactory- 


Under these circumstances, you should inform 
Mr. Plunkett that his services will not be required at the 
Montreal Lake School after the end of the current academic 
year, viz., June 30th, next. 


I would appreciate it if you would select 
two or three qualified teachers and have them report to Mr. 
R. S. Davis, Indian Agent, Leask, Sask. « Davis is 
fully conversant with local conditions on the reserve and 
is in a position to decide which of your nominees is the 
best qualified to take charge of this school. 


As the main highway to the Prince Albert 
National Park is being completed this year, the Indian Agent 
considers that it is advisable to have a first class man at 
Montreal Lake. In making your nomination for this position, 
you should keep in mind that, in addition to being a qualified 
teacher, the Department desires to obtain someone who will take 
an active interest in community work and, if required, be able 
to give the boys some instruction in manual training.

When in Ottawa the services of the 
Teacher at the Montreal Lake Day School were discussed 
and I left with you @ copy of a report received from 
Indian Agent Davis, setting out very unsatisfactory 
conditions there.

I received your letter (107-6-1) of April 18th., forwarded 
when I was away, and waited to reply till I could look up past cor- 
respondence in this office. I note that the Department wishes to 
remove Mr. BeT. Plunkett from Montreal Lake after June 30th, next; 
but I should like you yourself to know all the circumstances which 
have led up to this decision. 

On Dec. 20th. 1934, at which time Mr. Plunkett was teaching 
the Indian Day School at Red Barth, and was giving good satisfac- 
tion, Inspector Murison wrote to the Bishop of Saskatchewan (file 
no.303-11) saying that the Department were not satisfied with con- 
ditions at Montreal Lake, and asking the Bishop to nominate a new 
Teacher to take charge of the Day School for the academic year 1935 
to 1936. On Jan. 3rd. 1935 the Bishop replied to Inspector Murison 
saying that if the Department would provide suitable buildings at 
Montreal Lake, he would advocate moving Mre Plunkett from Red Barth 
to Montreal Lake. In Feb. 1935 Inspector Murison interviewed the 
Bishop at Prince Albert, and I was present at the interview. The 
Bishop offered to pass over the Mission House, which belonged to 
the Church, to the Department, if the Department would repair it. 

On March 15th. the Inspector wrote to the Bishop (303-11) 
saying that the Department were keeping the matter of new buildings 
in mind. 

Mre Plunkett was happy at Red Barth, and was doing good work 
there, and did not want to leave, but consented to do so at the 
Bishop's request, because the Department wished for a change at 
Montreal Lake. 

Accordingly in August 1935 Mr. and Mrs. Plunkett moved to 
Montreal Lake, and as soon as they arrived Mr. Plunkett wrote to 
the Bishop saying that the residence in its present state was not 
fit to live in for the winter. On Sept. 25th. the Bishop report- 
ed this to Inspector Murison, who replied on Sept. 28th. “The school 
building might be left in abeyance until next year, but I have

I would recommend that this be done this summer, 
also a large furnace installed. 


Regarding the lighting, this building has seven 
windows on the east side, and has plenty of light if 
the children are kept over towards the windows, and 
the difference with other schools is that the class 
room is wider, this was built this way so as the school 
could be converted into a two toom school at a future 
date, if it was required; The teacher has lots of room 
and does not use the west sideof the room, therefore 
I can not see where the children are suffering from 
poor lighting. 


Mr. Waite the present teacher is very good, and 
exceptionally conséientious, and as far as I can see 
the children are doing very well under him; The Indians 
of this reserve are dirty, but a big change has taken 
place since Mr. Waite has taken them in hand; The chil- 
dren were used to coming to school late, and not getting 
in a full days work, though they were reported by the 
teacher as doing so; Now the children are getting there 
more like on time, and the discipline is better; There 
is a great amount of work for one man on this reserve, 
teaching, preaching and overseeing; If a man could be 
hired at about $10.00 a month to do some of the chores, 
it would be a great help to Mr. Waite, and be money 
well spent.

Dear Sir:- 


With reference to your letter No .107-6=6 
dated February the 18th, regarding the Montreal 
Lake School. 


Montreal Lake Indian Day Sehool was erected 
in the early Winter of 1939, and is of log construc- 
tion on a cement foundation, the logs are chinked 
inside and out, and lined inside with wall board; 
The class room is about 28 ft. square, and is lined 
with plaster board, and the walls are 9% ft. high, 
cloak rooms are at one end and on the other end is 
the kitchen for the mid-day meals, and a room where 
a large furnace could be installed, but at present 
is heated with a stove from the old school which is 
cased in with galvanized iron, and which is too small 
for a class room of this size, unless the fire is kept 
on steady night and day; One must remember that the 
last fire put on in the school in this western country 
where a fireman or a caretaker is not supplied, is 
at about four o'clock in the afternoon; As the first 
fire in the morning is about eight, and no fire on 
Saturday or Sunday, any building of this size in be- 
low zero weather, will take all day to get it heated 
up, unless a large heat unit is installed; This 
building has now been up since 1939, and the plaster 
should be gone over as is the case with all log build- 
ings; The ceiling was not insulatéa at the time, owing 
to the cost of bringing in this material such a long 
distance, but now a planning mill is close to this 
point, and the ceiling could be insulated for $20.00,

Dear Ssir:- 


With further reference to my letter 913- 
7-31 to-day date, re Montreal Lake Smhool, 
I forgot to mention that the nearest water is 
the lake, which is one-quarter of a mile away; 
I have had the Indians dig two different wells, 
but was unable to get water, though one well 
was 40 ft. deep; The digging is very hard 
owing to the formation being fairly rocky, 
water can be secured in shallow wells, but 
it is unfit for use, this being just drainage 
from the muskegs; If a man was employed as stat- 
ed in my previous letter, he could haul the 
water from the lake.

schools; slso Mr. Goodmtn, teacher Sendy Leke, has many years’ ex- 
perience. From my own personal knowledge, I know that these two teachers 
have always supplied good nourishing meals, many times paying for them 
out of their own pockets. I hnve therefore osked them to submit what, 
in their opinion, should be sufficient to supply zood nourishing meal, 
not taking into consideretion vegetables, which in my opinion stfeuld be 
zrown in = school garden, or where this is impossible, supplied from the 
Community farm. 

I am now in receipt of their replies, which I em enclosing. 
You will note thet there is very little difference in their estimetes. 
I om attaching also « form which Mr, Kerley states wes formerly used and 
should be us egein 


I would recommend that the Department, from this informetion, 
adopt « fixed emount per pupil for each school, *nd thus get sway from 
léavine the metter to the will of the teacher. 


It might be noted thet at some schools it is practically im- 
ure beef, »nd they have to use bacon instesd. This would 
e the cost little.

I desire to refer to your letter of 
September 19 with reference to midday meal supplies 
for the schools in the Carlton Agency. There 
appears to be a tendency to endeavour to turn our 
day schools into semi-residential schools. It was 
never the intention to supply what might be 
considered a full meal at midday at the day schools. 
Day seheols are not equipped for this purpose and 
besides it would involve either a great deal of 
extra work on the older pupile or it would require 
the employment of saneone to prepare the midday 
meal and present regulations do not permit our 
expending funds for the latter purpose. 


The lunch at midday at day schools while 
nutritious should be as simple as vossible. We 
appreciate the suggestions offered by Mr. Kerley 


and Mr. Goodman, 


Very careful consideration has been given 
to the requests from the schools in the Carlton 
Agency and it is considered that only a light 
lunch should be served. With this in mind we ‘are 
writing to Indian Agent Davis regarding the amount 
he can expend at each school.

Dear Sir: 


I desire to refer to your letter of 
September 19 with reference to midday meal supplies 
for the schools in the Carlton Agency. There 
appears-to be a tendency to endeavour to turn our 
day schools into semi-residential schools. It was 
never the intention to supply what might be 
considered a full meal at midday at the day schools. 
Day schools are not equipped for this purpose and 
besides it would involve either a great deal of 
extra work on the older pupils or it would require 
the employment of someone to prepare the midday 
meal and present regulations do not permit our 
expending funds for the latter purpose. 


The lunch at midday at day schools while 
nutritious should be as simple as possible. We 
appreciate the suggestions offered by Mr. Kerley 
and Mr. Goodman. 


Very careful consideration has been given 
to the requests from the schools in the Carlton 
Agency and it is considered that only a light 
lunch should be served. With this in mind we are 
writing to Indian Agent Davis regarding the amount 
he can expend at each school.

With reference to your letter of December 14th, 
file 107-6-5, in regard to the building of a school 
at the Montreal Lake Reserve, a one class school room 
about 36 x 30 with a basement for vocational training 
is all that would be required. 


The conntry is very marshy and so it would be 
advisable to dig a basement about four feet deep and 
then run the logs up about five feet to the main floor. 


The Indians will do the necessary work under a 
foreman, the same as last year. The logs for the 
building would cost in the neighborhood of $100.00. 

I believe that it would be better if we would purchase 
about 40 bags of flour, the price being about $2.50 

at Montreal Lake and pay them in kind. They could also 
get out some logs to saw for lumber for the rough work, 
such as rough inch lumber, and dimensions. The sawing 
of this would cost us about $5.00 a thousand. 


I have been very busy and have not had time to 
complete the estimate on the building but will forward 
same in the near future. Roughly, I would estimate that 
the building will cost about $1700.00 including a heating 
system.

Under Purchase Order No. 9948, issued last Feb- 
ruary, 40 sacks of flour were purchased for the Indians or 
the Montreal Lake Reserve No. 100 to get out logs for the 
building of a new Day School on the Reserve this summer. No 
further word nas been received in regard to the erection of 
this school. 


The present scnool is unfit for use this winter. 
I am enclosing a requisition covering the materials that will 
be required to erect a building that would be suitable for use 
as a school this winter. The building could be completed next 
year when funds become available. You will notice in the 
requisition that the dimension lumber can be purchased at the 
\ Montreal Lake Reserve. At the present time tnere is a mill 
X operating in the vicinity and this rough lumper could be 
purenased from them at a very considerable saving; the freight 
to the Reserve from Prince Albert would be saved and the price 
would be much cheaper. The cost of this lumper would be about 
.Y 15.00 per M at the Reserve. 


Te lavour required for this school would cost about 

600.00. The Indians of the Montreal Lake Reserve could do 
mest of the work but it might be necessary to hire a good 
carpenter for a few days. I could send on @f the Indian 
carpenters from another Reserve for this purpose. If the 
erection of this building is authorized I would appreciate 
receiving an accountable cneque for the amount of the labour 

so that work could begin as soon as the materials are purchased. 
We have the logs for tne walls already, as stated above, and 
the Indians could begin puilding these walls. 


An early reply would be appreciated so that tnis 
scnool couid pe built before the cold weather sets in.

With regard to your letter of February 23rd, 
file 107-6-8; I note your remarks in regard to my 
report on leasing the Hudson's Bay house for a residence 
for the Teacher; this building has served the purpose for 
two years at a very small rental. 


I have recently returned from Montreal Lake and the 
Indians are busy getting out logs as suggested in your letter, 
and will have them completed before the end of the present 
month. I have advanced them food supplies, which will be 
paid out of the proceeds from the logs. 


Most o@ the work on a teacher's residence, particularly 
the rough work, can be done by the Indians; but I would 
recommend that a carpenter be hired as a foreman while the 
ork was being done. Any work that the Indians do on this 
building, I would recommend that they be paid by food and 
clothing. 


A building 30 x 32 with an 8 verandah, one storey, 
cottage roof, would be large enough. Would it be possible 
to get the Engineering Branch to make a plan that would 
be suitable. The house should have two bedrooms, kitchen,and 
living room and a small bath room. The frame work will be of 
logs, using plaster board on the inside.

I have estimated the amount needed without a plan and 
adjustments may be made by the Engineering Branch.

I would estimate that the rations would cost 
approximatély $200.00. TI generally purchase supplies of 
this kind from the Codville Company, Wholesale Grocers, 
of Prince Albeet and have them shipped into Montreal Lake 
with the Northern Fisheries and Transport Co. 


It will not be necessary to forward a plan from 
the Department as I will be able prepare one that will 
answer the purpose.

The teacher's residence at this school was 
built several years ago and became so dilapidated that 
it was necessary to rent a building from the liudson's 
Bay Company. This building is also reported in bad 
condition at the present tine. 


This school end teacher's residence is on the 
main highway leading to Prince Albert National Park. 
Indian Agent Devise has urged the erection of « new 
teacher's residence. A suitable building can be erected 
under the supervision of Indian Agent Davis as the 
Indians will do the work free of charge. The materiel 
for the building will have to be supplied and this will 
cost approximately »715.00. Funds for the purpose are 
available in our appropriation for the fiscal year 1936-59. 


The Indians are getting out logs to erect other 
buildings and it is therefore advisable to have the teacher's 
residence erected at the same time. I would appreciate 
receiving es soon as possible the approval of the Honourable 
the Minister to incur the expenditure mentioned above for 
the teacher's residence. I attach three requisitions for 
supplies. On each of these I am supplying the information 
given to me by the Indian Agent. In the event of the 
Honourable the Ninister approving the expenditure [ would 
appreciate if you would hand these requisitions to the 
Purchasing Agent.

I wish to acknowledge receiot of 
your letter of the Slst instent and I am very sorry to leern 
of the inconvenience you end Mrs. ‘site are experiencing. Also 
I note thet you have had « fire in your residence and the floor 
in the front room wes damaged, making it impossible for you to 
use that room or the bedroom which joins it. 


In reply I wish to say thet you may 
take steps immediately to repair the floor. If the joists 
were burned under the fire place you way only be sable to make 
a temporary job of the repairs but it will serve for the time 
beinz. I do not know how you get lumber et Yontreal Lake but 
I suppose there is a sawmill or someone in thet vicinity who 
handles lumber. However, as the quantity of lumber will not 
be great you may take steps to procure it anf I presume 
someone in that neighbourhood will be able to halp you bring 
about the repairs to make the house habitable. 


When this repeir work is completed you 
may send the bills here and I shall forward them to Ottawa. In 
the moantime I am sending a copy of four letter to our Branch 
so that they may learn of the conditions under which you people 
are living.

I thought I had better notify you that we have 
had a fire in the house. There is not a great deal of damage 
except to the floor in the front roam. There is an open fiz 
place and I believe that the floor joists run right under the 
fire place. I believe that they burnt through under the fire 
Place and workdd along under the floor. There is a bit of 
Gamage to the fhoor but there was no other damage. It means 
we cannot use that room or our bedroom which joins that room. 
The house is very cold because there are no storm windows. 
This week with the so called furnace, the cook stove and the 
open fire going, Mrs. Wait sat around in a fur coat. It is not 
very convenient now. 


The school is heated with an overhead furnace. 
Mr. Davis thinks it works but to be candid it does not. Thie 
week the children sat in school in their hate, coats and mitts. 
The school fire is always alight by 8 o'clock in the morni 
and yet on Friday you could see the frost onthe inside walls 
when I closed school in the afternoon. 


I have put in 16 years service in the 
Department but thie is hard place I have ever tackled. The 
school work is behind simply because the children have not been 
taught. 


I have not notified Leask for I cannot seem 
to get an answer from them.
